Dear Mrs. Wells: 

Thank you for your recent letter about the Elkdale Cemetery. 

All is well at the Elkdale Cemetery. It has been very rainy here this Summer and 
it has not been easy for Clyde Seamans to get the grass cut exactly on schedule. 
The July cutting was delayed by a couple weeks because of the rain (but it will 
not require a mowing machine to cut the grass). I was at the Seamans' farm on 
Saturday the 25th of July, and Clyde assured me that he would get right at the 
cutting. Two days after I spoke to Clyde about getting the grass cut in the 
Cemetery, I received your letter. I haven't been by the Cemetery this week, but 
I would guess that the grass has been cut in the course of the week. We are 
having a problem with the Cemetery's "week wacker" and it will, I think, be 
necessary to buy a new one (probably about $75). There is not a money problem 
at the Cemetery. Thanks to the trust fund, the Cemetery's financial needs should 
be taken care of forever. 

The Cemetery gets cut once a month, which means that following wet spells and 
in the early Summmer, the grass is not always as short as the average well 
trimmed front lawn. But the Cemetery does get cut, and as long as I am in 
charge of it, it will get cut. Maybe the solution to the problem with tall grass 
would be to have the Cemetery cut at least once every three weeks in the 
Spring and early Summer and then slack off a bit in late Summer and Fall and 
cut it once every four or five weeks. That way, there would be enough money to 
get the job done. 

Thank you for suggesting Walter Whengreen to cut the Cemetery. If Clyde 
Seamans does not do a good job, I'll speak to Walter Whengreen. 

I made out just fine at the courthouse in Montrose. I found what I was looking 
for. There will not be a problem. The Elkdale Baptist Church of West Clifford 
knows that the Cemetery does not belong to them. I haven't heard a thing in a 
long time about the Church's efforts to get - clear title on the Church building 
and grounds. That's a matter that will have to be sorted out between the McAlla 
family and the Elkdrle Baptist Church of West Clifford. Thank goodness the 
Cemetery does not have to get involved.

Dear Ms. Farmer: 

The 1992 AMERICAN POULTRY ASSOCIATION YEARBOOK arrived today. It is 
a beautiful publication. Congratulations to you and the other members of the 
Yearbook Committee on a job very well done. 

I was very upset when I discovered that the article ("Be There, And Show Your 
Birds") that I wrote for the 1992 APA YEARBOOK was not published therein. 

Possibly the article is too long? (If that is the case, I could have easily 
shortened the article at your request.) Possibly you concluded that the 
references to the APA Semi-Annual Meet and Convention in Dalton, GA on 
March 7-8, 1992 and the ABA Semi-Annual Meet and Convention in College 
Station, TX on March 21-22, 1992 made the article out-dated before it was 
published? (If that is the case, those specific references could have easily been 
deleted from the article and the article could have been focused in terms of "all 
Semi-Annual and Annual meets of the APA and the ABA...") In either case, I 
could have easily made revisions since the article was in your hands no less than 
six weeks before the deadline for receipt of articles for the YEARBOOK. I 
would be very interested to know, in any event, your thinking on the matter. 

The article is, I think, VERY enthusiastic in its support the APA. In the past 
five years, no less than 10 of my articles have beer published in POULTRY 
PRESS and in those articles and elsewhere, whenever appropriate, I always 
promote the APA. Given the fact that I also refer to the ABA in "Be There, 
And Show Your Birds," (intended for publication in the APA YEARBOOK), I 
thought it wise to discuss the matter with Bill Holland before sending you the 
article. A copy of Mr. Holland's letter to me of 12-26-91, in which his positive 
comments on the article are stated, was included with the article when I mailed 
it to you on Ul-10-92 (a copy of Mr. Holland's letter is also attached hereto). I 
enclosed a copy of Mr. Holland's letter when I mailed in the article, not because 
I was trying to leverage your decision on whether or not to publish the article. 
Racher, to demonstrate to you that I am conscientious, prudent, and thorough in 
my effort to promote the AMERICAN POULTRY ASSOCIATION. In addition to 
sending the article for review to Mr. Holland, I also sent copies to two other 
APA judges and asked for their comments. Like Mr. Holland, they felt that the 
article was right on target. 

My position with regard to the APA is, I think, very clear. Shortly after the 
Endowment Trust was established by the APA, I became a life member (#102). I 
am a strong supporter of the APA and always promote the organization, 
especially to fanciers who are not members cf the APA but who should be—and 
certainly all persons interested in exhibition poultry should be members. In the 
space ad that will accompany a forthcoming article in POULTRY PRESS on the 
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Buffalo and Western New York show on 05-17-1992, for example, I have placed 
the following space ad: 

"m Buffalo, NY, on February 15, 1873, the American Poultry Association 
was organized. If you are not now a member, you should be."

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Judge decides 
on privacy case 


trenton — Although Rutgers 
University was admonished by a 
federal judge for publicly posting 
students' Social Security num¬ 
bers, the court upheld the univer¬ 
sity’s right to use the numbers for 
administrative purposes. 

The decision, by U.S. District 
Judge H. Lee Sarokin, came in 
response to a lawsuit filed by six 
present and former Rutgers stu¬ 
dents, who claimed that the insti¬ 
tution had violated students’ pri¬ 
vacy rights by misusing their So¬ 
cial Security numbers. 

The suit, which asked the court 
to bar Rutgers from further use of 
the numbers, claimed that the uni¬ 


versity had been careless in dis¬ 
tributing the numbers, allowing 
them, for example, to be used on 
class rosters that couid be circu¬ 
lated or posted. 

In his decision, Judge Sarokin 
ordered Rutgers to stop allowing 
distribution of the numbers, say¬ 
ing the practice "allows any stu¬ 
dent to decode another student's 
grades, obtain a credit report, 
etc.” Bu! he affirmed the univer¬ 
sity’s right to use the numbers for 
routine administrative functions 
such as billing and registration. 
He said banning their use would 
be a “dramatic disruption’’ to the 
business of the university. 

In a statement, Rutgers said the 
university would continue to use 
Social Security numbers for cer¬ 
tain functions but would be sensi¬ 
tive to students’ privacy. ■

The New 

Why build a new library 
in Ca. bondale? 

The present library building does not have 
sufficient space for library services and is not ac¬ 
cessible to the handicapped. In addition, there is 
no off-street parking available at the current loca¬ 
tion. In 1987, the present building was denied a 
certificate of occupancy by the Commonwealth o‘ 
Pennsylvania. In order to obtain this certificate, 
major modifications had to be made to the existing 
building. 

Why not renovate 
or remodel the old building? 

The estimated cost to make the first floor 
accessible to the handicapped and to bring the 
building up to code is $85,000. This proposal 
would result in a loss of usable floor space on the

first floor. The estimated cost to make the first and 
second floors accessible to the handicapped and 
to bring the building up to code is $225,000. This 
proposal would also result in a decrease in usable 
floor space. The estimated cost to add floor space 
with an addition to the present structure, to bring 
the building up to code and to make it accessible 
to the handicapped is $450,000. This would 
provide an additional 2,000 square feet of space 
but would not address the problem of off-street 
parking. 

A new 10,000 square foot building could be 
constructed for $1,290,000. This building would 
be 1. iple the size of the current building and would 
be flexible enough to serve the Upper Lacka¬ 
wanna Valley into the next millenium. With a state 
grant, the new facility could be built for slightly 
more than the old building could be renovated.

USAGE AND TERMINOLOGY

In this article we will examine several language problems and 
difficulties in the realm of exhibition poultry that are related to 
what In the field of language study are called Cl) usage and Cz) 
terminology. 

Correct usage and terminology, of course, are relative 

notions. They represent, at any given time In the history of any 

language, that which Is regarded by educated persons as the correct 

manner In which a language or a form of a language Is spoken or 
written. Correct usage, for example, requires that there be agreement 
between subject and verb C"I RAISE Minorca bantams" and not I RAISES 
Minorca bantams"). To use correct terminology means, for example, 
that we refer to a female chicken that Is one year old or older as a 
"hen" and not, for example, as a "pen" (which is the correct term for 
an adult female swan). 

To begin with, we should all say "feather-legged" bantams, for 
example, and not "feather-leg" bantams. Similarly, it's "clean 

legged" birds Cnot "clean leg" birds), "Silver-Spangled Hamburgs, 
Cnot "Sliver Spangle" Hamburgs), "Golden-Laced" Wyandottes Cnot 
"Golden Lace" Wyandottes), "Black-Breasted" Red American Games Cnot 
"Black Breast" Red American Games), and so on. In each of these 

cases, and in all other similar instances, we want to use an adjective 
Clegged, spangled, laced, breasted) and not a noun Cleg, spangle, 
lace, breast). 

Another troublesome point Is the fact that some of us call 

full-sized chickens "standards" and some of us call them "large fowl. 

I am inclined to favor the word "standard," which appears to be the 

preferred word from the point of view of many of the "old school^ of 

poultry breeders. CPeople who raise dogs use the term "standard” to 
describe full-sized dogs: standard Collies, standard Poodles; full 

sized oysters are called "standards"! full-sized fruit trees are 
called "standards"). 

When It comes to the non full-sized chickens and duck I 
think we all agree that they are properly called "bantams.” C"Bantam 
dogs, however, appear to be called "toys"! "bantam” fruit trees are 
called "dwarfs"). 
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I think that It would be a good Idea If we all used the same 
terminology. We all agree that they are chickens. I think It makes 
more sense to call them "standards" and "bantams" than It does to call 
them "large fowl" and "bantams." If we are to use the term "large 
fowl" for the full-sized birds than I think It makes sense that we 
call the non full-sized birds "small fowl." In any case, the term 
"standard large fowl" 1 r. redundant and should not be used. 

Whether they are "standards" or "large fowl," on the one hand, 
or "bantams," on the other, they are all Judged according to a 
standard or set of rules. Those formal requirements or regulations 
for "standards" are set forth by the American Poultry Association In 
THE AMERICAN STANDARD OF PERFECTION fin which the various standards 
for "standards” and "bantams" are given}. Those formal requirements or 
regulations for "bantams" are set forth by the American Bantam 
Association In THE BANTAM STANDARD. 

All of us agree that ducks and gee3e are collectively called 
"waterfowl." Exhibition poultry that are not waterfowl should, I 
think, properly be called "landfowl." Doris E. Rau of Prattsburg, NY, 
offered a special for "Best Crested Land Fowl" at the 84th Rochester 
Poultry Association’s show In the Genesee Country Museum, Mumford, NY, 
on October 6, 1991, and her terminology 13, I think, right on target. 

To recapitulate: "Poultry" are either "Landfowl" or 
"Waterfowl." "Landfowl" Include such species as "Chickens" C’Gallus 
gallus"), which are either "standards" or "bantams." Guinea Fowl 
C'Numlda meleagrls"), "Pheasants" C"Phaslanldae"), "Turkeys" 
C"Meleagr1s gallopavo"), and so on. "Waterfowl" are either ducks or 
geese Cboth of the family "Anatldae"). 

While we’re on the subject of ducks, shouldn’t we all use the 
same terminology? The word "duck" refers to the species as a whole. 
All female ducks are properly called "ducks." All male ducks are 
properly called "drakes." And so the four age categories for all ducks 
are: old duck Can old female}, old drake Can old male), young duck Ca 
young female), and young drake Ca young male). To describe ducks as 
cocks and hens and cockerels and pullets Is Incorrect. Young female 
ducks are no more "pullets" than "old female" horses, for example, are 
"sows." Most species have their own specific terms to refer to the 
different age and gender categories for that species. The age labels 
for one species are not, In most instances, to be used to describe the 
members of another species.

Turkeys, to continue along this same path for a moment, are 
either hens or toms: old hen Can old female), young hen (a young 
female), old tom Can old male), young tom Ca young male). Geese, we 
should al] note, are either geese or ganders: old goose Can old 
female), oung goose Ca young female), old gander Can old male), or 
young gander Ca young male). 

I raise these points on correct usage and terminology solely 
In the Interest of clarity and precision. Most of us try to be as 
clear and precise as possible when It comes to the selection, 
breeding, management and exhibition of our birds. It makes sense that 
we should make every effort to be as clear and precise as possible 
when we speak or write about our birds.

that the people of the Lackawanna 
Valley and their accomplishments 
must not be forgotten. He said 
Carbondale and the D&II must be 
honored for their places in the 
building of the country. 

Larry Malski, executive director 
of the Lackawanna County Rail¬ 
road Authority, said that Satur¬ 
day’s excursions illustrated the 
fact that the decision to purchase 
the line from the D&H was a good 
one. He said that, at the time of the 
purchase, there had been a feeling 
in some sectors that even that 
urchase would not prevent the 
ne’s eventual abandonment. 

"In the eight years that we’ve 
been running this railroad,” said 
Malski, "carloads to our industries 
have tripled, and now we’re reall. 
at the point of being able to do the 
fun things. To bring steam back.” 

He said that the excursions rep¬ 
resented the start of a new indus¬ 
try - tourism - for Carbondale 
and the upper section of the 
county. 

;-"I know it’s a tough industry to 
understand,” he said, “but believe 
me, the dollars it brings in are the 
same color as the dollars that an 
auto plant or another manufactur¬ 
ing plant would bring to this area.” 

Doug Welsh, vice president of the 
D&H, was one of the passengers on 
the train. He said he had been the 
project manager for Canadian Pa¬ 
cific when it purchased the bank¬ 
rupt D&H, and at that time met 
Malksi, who invited him on Satur¬ 
day’s excursion. 

Ile said that in addition to his 


work, he also personally appre¬ 
ciates railroads. He added that he 
enjoyed the interest in the D&I1 
shown on Saturday. 

“It makes me very happy," he 
said. "I’m glad the D&II didn’t pass 
into oblivion. It has such a proud 
history and it's contributed so 
much to United States transporta¬ 
tion. 

"I’m glad that we were able to 
find a way to fit it into our busi¬ 
nesses so that it can contribute to 
our businesses and continue to 
exist. It's just a happy outcome.” 

Although Welsh and several 
other D&H and CP officials rode to 
Carbondale on the train, they spent 
much of the afternoon touring the 
area and following portions of the 
original D&II route to Honesdale. 
They then were driven back to 
Scranton. 

"From a business point of view,” 
he observed, "that gravity railroad 
did a phenomenal job. There were 
millions of tons of coal per year 
moved out over it and the canal." 

Malski cited the cooperation 
among the various parties at the 
local, state, and federal levels 
which had been necessary to bring 
the trips to reality. 

"Anything is possible," he said, 
"and that’s been proven here in 
Carbondale and the Lackawanna 
Valley." 

Paul Hart, chairman of the rail¬ 
road authority, said the relation¬ 
ship between the authority and the 
National Park Service has been a 
good one. He said the authority 
viewed the Carbondale trips as a 
chance "to show off the valley,” 


and added that the effort appeared 
to be well received in Carbondale. 

He said the numbers of people in 
Carbondale while the trains were 
there should go a long way toward 
demonstrating the potential impact 
of tourism. Mike Loehr, president 
of the Steamtown Volunteer Asso¬ 
ciation, praised efforts by Carbon¬ 
dale organizations which 
contributed to the trip’s success. 

“Carbondale rolled out a huge 
red carpet for us,” he said, “and it 
was nice to see people coming out 
to see the railroad. So far, it’s been 
a tremendous success. There’ve 
been minor glitches here and 
there, but overall the reaction has 
been positive."

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Heading South

On September 22 the sun will reach the 
autumnal equinox, the start of autumn in 
the Northern Hemisphere—when the sun, 
moving south in the sky, crosses the celes¬ 
tial equator. On this day the sun will be di¬ 
rectly overhead at noon at the earth’s equa¬ 
tor, one of only two times during the year 
that this occurs. The other time is the ver¬ 
nal equinox, on March 20 or 21. These are 
also the only two times during the year 
when the sun rises exactly in the east and 
sets exactly in the west the world over (ex¬ 
cept at the poles). 

Equinox, which means “equal night,” 
implies that the day and the night are of 
equal length on this day. But the actual 
date on which the day and night are each 
twelve hours long, or most nearly so, is a 
few days before the spring equinox and a 
few days after the autumnal equinox and 
varies depending on latitude. The actual 
sunrise and sunset times are modified by 
atmospheric refraction, which bends the 
sun’s light before it reaches us, so that the 
sun appears to have risen even before it 
has and looks like it is still above the hori¬ 
zon when it has already set. Astronomers 
define sunrse as that moment when the 
sun’s upper eige climbs uo over the east¬ 
ern horizon, ind sunset as when the upper 
edge slips bt low the western horizon. The 
times of sunrise and sunset listed in the al¬ 
manacs are calculated for the normal at¬ 
mospheric refraction of thirty-four min¬ 
utes of arc; at these times the center of the 
sun is actually fifty minutes of arc below 
an unobstructed horizon for an observer 
on a level region, with no atmosphere. 

Aside from these purely scientific defi¬ 
nitions, the date of the autumnal equinox 
is also the date of very old harvest celebra¬ 
tions and traditions. The Jewish Feast of 
Tabernacles, called the Feast of Ingather¬ 
ing in the Old Testament, dates from those 
ancient times when huts (or tabernacles) 
were built in the fields for entire families 
to dwell in while the harvest was being 
gathered. Whether this was originally a 


Hebrew festival or was adopted from the 
Canaanites is uncertain. Until the late 
nineteenth century, the English celebrated 
the festival of “harvest home,” when com¬ 
mon laborer and master alike mixed freely 
at a feast of thanksgiving for the season’s 
abundance. Copious amounts of cider and 
beer washed down goose, game, and beef, 
and thoughtful farmers made sure the bam 
was open for those who might require rest 
and meditation. The oldest harvester pres¬ 
ent sometimes offered a toast, which in 
Somerset, England, went like this: 

Here’s to the health of our master, 
the founder of the feast, 

We pray to God his soul may rest 
where all is love and peace, 

While here it is our duty 
to consider his demands, 

And take it as a pleasure 
to bow to his command. 

This harvest festival was always timed 
to occur on or around the date of the 
equinox and sometimes coincided with 
the full moon. Long after the astronomical 
significance of these harvest festivals was 
forgotten, in the midst of the Civil War in 
1863, Abraham Lincoln declared our own 
harvest festival, naming the last Thursday 
in November a national day of Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. From binding up tall sheaves of wheat 
to the building of evening bonfires, the rit¬ 
uals reach back much further than the Pil¬ 
grim stories, to a time when the motion of 
the stars across the sky in a comforting 
yearly pattern served as a calendar.
